ment is directly responsible for tha wars 
in Africa and Afghanistan. Upon those 


|points, however, the nation has sp- 


parently given 9 very distinct decision ; 
and it now remains to be seen in what 
better way Lords Granville ond Hart 
ington will conduct the foreign relations 
of the country. Regarding the recont 
foreign policy of Englaud it is in- 
tercating to note the widely different 
opinions expressed; and it will be 
useful to look at two of the many utter- 
ances lately published on the subject. 
In the March number of Blackwood wo 
find the following :-— : 


In the wide range of our foreign and 
colofial affuirs, we are justified in taking a 
sanguine viow with regard to the future. 
We -believe-that-evenin—Afghanistan wa | 
have seen tho worst of our troubles, and that 
tho power and security of the Empire will 
eventually be found to stand.on a firmer 
basis than they did before’ the East was 
conynlsed by the recent violence of Rassias, 
Without a war and with very alight expon- 
dituro, two results at least have scorned, 
—our interests in the East of Europe are 
relativély to Russia more secure than they 
were under tho Paris Treaty ; our prestige in 
Central Asia relatively to Russia ia vastly 
incrensed. Her recent defeata, and her 
desertion of Shere Ali, have greatly dimi- 
nished the confidence felt in Rrssie’s while 
the determined efforts of England have again 
fixed the attention of the East.upon her as

the leading Power,—the pountry to which 
the gaturo belongs. Tho Muscovite successes 
in Armenia, and at the Court of Shere Ali, 
necessitated vigorous action upon our part, 
unless we resolved to abandon our position, 
and with it our security and prestige. That 
action has been taken, it is proving sucocas- 
ful, aud tho all but unanimous voice of the 
country concedes to Lord Beaconsfield the 
oredit of sagacity and courage, and an un~ 
limited control over the eventual disposi- 
tions of territory, the ultimate engagemonta, 
guarantecs, and undertakings which may be 
neecssary in: order to seoure a final scttlo- 
ment of affairs. .... The casting vote in 
Europe is clearly with England ; and a8 lon 
ag it iskoown and folt that her vote an 
yoice will be powerfally asserted in favour 
of peace, we believe, in spite of the arma- 
ments and social excitement abroad, that 
peaoo will be preserved.

England has grown great-because she 
had abjured thé eword, and the only.

tism had loft her was a. national debt 
of eight hundred millions, “Thus this 
writer sets off the advantages of gun- 
powder and glory versus industry and 
economy. 

Whether or not the above two sketches 
may be accepted aa the only direct 
issues raised ot the Elections now so 
nearly concluded, it would bi ;
